WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
prospects for a new Panam a 
Canal Zone treaty appear more 
rem ote today follow ing House 
action aim ed at retaining full 
U.S control over the w aterw ay 


Just 24 hours after a violent 
dem onstration at the U.S. em 
bassy in P an am a, the House of 
R epresentatives served notice 
. it will settle for nothing less 
than continued undiluted U.S. 
control over the w aterw ay. 


The House, for the second 
tim e in three months, voted 
W ednesday to deny the State 
Departm ent funds for surren­ 
dering any of the privileges the 
United States now has in the 
500-square-mile area. The vote 
w as 203 to 197 
At issue is the State Depart 
ment policy of negotiating a 
new treaty giving Panam a a 
gradually increasing role in the 
operation and defense of the c a ­ 
nal, an ll-year-old goal which 
has eluded three presidents. 


P anam a’s ca se for a

treaty will be argued today by 
Colombian P resident Alfonso 
Lopez M ichelsen, who is sch ed­

Fewer Letters, Cards ? 


Greeting card publishers, purporting to act on 
behalf of all customers of the I S. Postal Ser­ 
vice, have filed suit in I' S. Court of Appeals in 
Washington. LTC 
to overturn recent Postal 
Rate Commission rulings that will allow a ; to-per 
cent increase in the cost of a first-class stamp by 
year's end 
from IO cents to 13 cents 


"W e are asking the appeals court to prevent 
this unreasonable boost in the cost of first-class 
postage, which further interferes with an in­ 
dividual’s right to communicate.' says Robert 
H. Busier, president of the National Association 
of Greeting Card Publishers, "W e do so not only 
for our own industry, whose products account for 
only IO per cent of first-class mail usage but for 
the millions ol ordinary Americans who buy 
first-class stamps but have no organization or 
means of protesting " 


While greeting cards may account for only to 
per cent of all first-class mail. they account for 
IOO per cent of the greeting card business Since 
most cards are mailed, a 30 per cent rise in the 
cost of postage will result in a drastic decline in 
card sales, the industry fears 
As Busier puts it: "These are the little ties that 


bind families and tmends together across our 
continent. Every penny increase in the cost of 
mailing a personal note cuts back dramatically 
on the inclination 
and the ability 
of some 
folks to keep those ties alive.' 
One hopes the fear is exaggerated Atter all. in 
a few short years Americans have witnessed not 
ofily postage stamps more than double but the 
cost of the average card more than triple People 
seem to have learned to live with both changes. 
Still, there may be a limit to what the public 
will absorb Already, there are predictions in 
Washington that first-class postage will go as 
high as 25 cents within two years 
Back rn the days when you could mail a card 
tor four cents in an unsealed envelope, the cry 
was all for efficiency in the Post Office Editorial 
writers regularly lambasted the departments 
annual deficits and demanded that it "pay its 
own way 
Today*for all the increases in postal 
rates and cutbacks in service, the supposedly re 
vamped 
Postal Service 
still 
can't 
operate 
without federal subsidies 
Its rough on all of us. greeting card publishers 
and unorganized, taxpaying individuals who 
communicate alike

The company determined, for example, that 
the majority of employes would be happier 
starting to work at eight o’clock instead of nine 
and taking halt hour instead ot hour lunches 
The suggestion." were put into effect, with an 
added bonus to the company of a small but 
hclptu! savings in utility bills because of the new 
working hours

NFL Players May Throw Owners 
For Loss In Contract Talks

Only two of the 26 teams have 
cast their votes thus far, but it 
appears the National Football 
League players are on the 
verge of 
throwing 
manage­ 
ment’s latest contract offer for 
a tremendous loss 
And once again the threat of 
more player unrest looms ever 
larger in a contract dispute 
which has been going on for 
nearly 20 months. Despite the 
negative reaction to the'offer, 
though, the chances of another 
players' strike appears slim. 
On Wednesday, the Houston 
Oilers voted early and unani­ 
mously to reject the latest pro­ 
posal by the NFL Management 
Council, the owners' bargaining 
arm. And the Buffalo Bills is* 
sued a 42-1 vote in opposition. 
The offer submitted last Mon­ 
day in a meeting in Chicago be­ 
tween the NFLMC and NFL 


Players Association was ter­ 
med by the owners "our best 
shot.” But the NFLPA simply 
passed it on to its union mem­ 
bers without a recommendation 
and there were reliable re­ 
ports that Kermit Alexander, 
president of the union, and the 
rest of the NFLPA leaders were 
almost wholly against it. 
The union leaders had said 
Tuesday, when the talks broke 
off, that the team s would prob­ 
ably start voting today. 
But the < biers and Bills, clubs 
which refused 
to join 
last 
week’s five-team walkout trig­ 
gered by the New England Pa­ 
triots, got the jump on the other 
24 teams — and it appeared 
they were setting the tone for 
the voting. 
Spokesmen for several other 
teams expressed their opinions 


that, when their ballots were 
counted 
today, 
the 
votes 
against the owners’ offer would 
be similarly overwhelming. 
Although there are nearly L- 
200active players in the league, 
the only ones voting will be the 
members of the union, the 960 
or so who have paid their dues 
or pledgee! to do so The verdict 
w ill be determined by a simple 
majority. 
And if that verdict is to reject 
- as it appears almost certain 
the next step w ill be up to the 
players. They’ll have to decide 
whether to strike for a third 
time in 
14 months, 
try to 
negotiate again or continue to 
play without a contract as 
they’ve done since Feb. 1, 1974. 
Ed Garvey, the executive di­ 
rector of the union, has in­ 


dicated Monday’s four-year of­ 
fer would have been acceptable 
based on the main economic 
items such as insurance bene­ 
fits and pensions. The players’ 
pension fund, by the way, is in 
danger of going broke if a new 
contract isn't signed this year. 
But it was seven so-called 
non-economic items which con­ 
tinued the stalemate. They are 
the Rozelle Rule, impartial ar­ 
bitration of grievances, repre­ 
sentation on the retirement 
board, squad size, an agency 
shop, preseason pay and bar­ 
gaining changes in the league’s 
constitution and by-laws. 
If more negotiations are held, 
it has been learned that man­ 
agement would begin talking 
with an offer not as good as the 
one now- being voted on.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AH) 
Ohio utility rates should be 
based original cost factors 
rather than the complex for­ 
mula currently in use which 
permits repeated increases in 
the utility’s rate base, a special

com m ittee 
has 
recommended. 
The 
central 
conclusion 
reached by the committee is 
that Reconstruction Cost New’ 
• the present RUN formula) is a 
complicated, antiquated and 
outdated method of fixing utili­ 
ty rates,” Rep Thomas J. Car­ 
ney, I)-71 Youngstown, said 
Wednesday. 
In determining current rates 
to consumers. Ohio utilities cal­ 
culate the increased, market 
valuations of their initial tan­ 
gible 
investment, 
less 
deprecia lion. 
The committee report, ap 
proved by 
nine Democratic 
members, urges that RCN be 
replaced by an original cost 
factor, which would be based on 
a utility’s original investment, 
not subject to updating.

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Industry Faces Severe Fuel Shortages 
Energy Crisis Will Be Chilling 
Reality for Ohioans In Winter 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) 
The energy crisis promises to 
be a chilling reality for Ohioans 
this winter. 
Industry faces severe fuel 
shortages that could result in 
mass layoffs and even shut­ 
downs while homeowners can 
expect higher than ever heating 
bills. 
That's the gloomy outlook of 
a consensus of major Ohio utili- 
tv representatives and state 
energy experts. 
“ When people are out of jobs 
because there isn't an energy 
supply, that to them is a crisis." 
said Robert S. Ryan, chief of 
the 
new 
Ohio 
Energy 
and 
R e s o u r c e 
D e v e lo p m e n t 
Agency. 
“ These are people who want 
to work. They don't want to be 
on welfare. But when they can't 
work because of something as 
far removed as energy,they 
don’t understand th a t" 
Ryan, who has emerged as % 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes chief 
energy advisor, does not dis­ 
pute projections that 50,000 to 
lOO.OOOOhioans could be tempo­ 
rarily out of work if the winter 
turns cold 
The major issue is clearly 
natural gas: its availability, 
cost and regulation. W hile 
skeptics, such as former U.S. 
Sen. Howard Metzenbaum of 
Cleveland 
question 
the 
legitimacy of reported shor­ 
tages. the reality is a major 
curtailment beginning Nov. 1, 
Forty per cent of the natural 
gas consumed in Ohio goes to 
industry, residential customers 
use another 40 per cent, and 
commercial establishments ac­ 
count for the rest. Industry w ill 
suffer the most. 


* „ Columbia Gas of Ohio, the 
state's major natural gas sup­ 
plier, is seeking approval to cut 
all gas this winter to industrial 
boilers using one million or 
more cubic feet of the colorless, 
odorless fuel monthly.

Those wholly dependent in­ 
dustries, Ryan noted, include 
food processors, glass plants 
and automobile and auto parts 
manufacturers.

to 
congressional deregulation of 
interstate prices, currently 
frozen at 52 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet, as the answer to 
critical shortages. 
Gas is available, particularly 
in the southwestern states, he 
maintains, but dealers are un­ 
willing to sell to other states at 
the regular rate. 
If deregulation 
means 
in­ 
creased flow 
ot 
natural gas 
through Ohio pipelines, it will 
also result in higher bills. After 
a recent appearance before the 
Public 
Utilities Commission. 
Metzenbaum said that deregu­ 
lation could add $30 a month to 
average family's bill. 
Faced with the inevitability 
of higher bills, the residential 
user 
has 
two obvious 
re­ 
courses—insulate and con­ 
serve. 
“ The key word is conserve" 
said Rep. Thomas J. Carney. D- 
71 Youngstown, chairman of 
the Joint Select Committee on 
Energy. “ If you conserve, the 
extra dividend (besides a lower 
bill) is that people may be able 
to work. If you get laid off be­ 
cause there is no natural gas. 
you’re going to go horrie and do 
something about that thermos­ 
tat." 
The thermostats in Ohio pub­ 
lic schools, at least in hard-hit 
areas, will be set at 68. and 
Ryan recommends that level as 
reasonable for homes. 
“ If you turn your thermostat 
down Irom 72 to 68, you can 
save 3 per cent per degree,' ho 
said. 
For its part, the month-old 
energy agency will attempt to 
aid industry to convert to alter­ 
nate fuel sources and encour- 
age “ self-help" programs. 
“ We re going to make sure 
that there is every incentive for 
these people to go out and drill 
- wells," Ryan said. “ And if we 
have to build pipelines, we re 
going to build pipelines to make 
sure they can get the gas 
Here is the outlook in other 
energy areas: 
E L E C T R IC IT Y 
Arthur G. Green, chief execu­ 
tive of Columbus and .Southern
